BANBURY’S first new MP in three 
decades will take her seat in the 
House of Commons this week. 

Last Friday morning it was confirmed 
Conservative candidate Victoria Prent¬ 
is had seized 53 per cent of the vote 
and even increased her predecessor Sir 
Tony Baldry’s majority by a slim mar¬ 
gin. 

The result was announced at the count 
in the Spiceball Leisure Centre. 

Mrs Prentis, 43, said: “I never expect¬ 
ed to increase his majority 

“It is extraordinary... and a testament 
to the strong Conservative council we 
have in Cherwell and the fact that we 
have benefited locally from the national 
economic boom. 

“I feel great. The local result is great 
but the national result is also fantastic.” 

The mother-of-two said she would be 
spending the weekend writing “thank 
you letters” and baking cakes for an an¬ 
nual celebration in her home village of 
Somerton. 

On Monday, she was due in the House 
of Commons for induction activities, 
joining many other newly-elected MPs. 

Before her selection as Conservative 
candidate was announced in November, 
she was head of justice and security at 
the Treasury Solicitors Department.

Speaking to the Banbury Cake, she 
said her top priorities would be to focus 
on getting Banbury and Bicester new 
and improved infrastructure. 

Mrs Prentis said it would be crucial 
as the towns - set to have thousands of 
new homes built by 2031 - grew over the 
next 15 years. 

She added: “We are thrilled that we 
are growing but it is important that we 
plan for that. 

“We need to concentrate on road build¬ 
ing and improvements.” 

Mrs Prentis said she would also seek 
to campaign on national justice and 
security issues. 

She said: “I have done legal work for 
nearly every Government department 
and my main interests have been in 
justice and security. They will contin¬ 
ue to be my interests.” 

Mrs Prentis secured 30,749 votes and 
a majority of 18,395. 

Overall turnout in the election this 
year was 65.84 per cent, an increase of 
about 1.1 per cent on 2010. 

Labour candidate Sean Woodcock 


lowed by UKIP candidate Dickie Bird 
with 8,050, Liberal Democrat candidate 
John Howson with 3,440, Green candi¬ 
date Ian Middleton with 2,686 and Na¬ 
tional Health Action Party candidate 
Roseanne Edwards with 729. 

At the count, Tory activists cheered 
as the result was announced shortly be¬ 
fore 7.30am.

Newly elected Member of

BANBURY’S new MP paid a 
heartfelt tribute to her prede¬ 
cessor Sir Tony Baldry as she 
took the reins and increased his 
sizeable majority 

Conservative candidate Victoria 
Prentis won 30,749 votes, a 53 per 
cent share of the vote and a major¬ 
ity of 18,395. 

But speaking to the Banbury 
Cake after the election result was 
announced, the former top govern¬ 
ment lawyer said she had “big shoes 
to fill” after Sir Tony’s departure. 

Mrs Prentis said: “Sir Tony has 


been the most fantastic MP for the 
last 32 years and I am going to have 
a hard act to follow. 

“I never expected to increase his 
majority. 

“It is extraordinary... and a tes¬ 
tament to the strong Conservative 
council we have in Cherwell and the 
fact we have really benefited locally 
from the national economic boom.” 

Before her selection as Conserva¬ 
tive candidate was announced in 
November, she was head of justice 
and security at the Treasury Solici¬ 
tors Department. 

She received a warm endorsement 
from Sir Tony, who said she would 
make an “outstanding MP”. 

Since 1983, he had held the Ban¬ 
bury constituency seat, which has 
been controlled by a string of Con¬ 
servative MPs since 1922. 

In 2010, Sir Tony won by a major¬ 
ity of 18,227 votes, but Mrs Prentis 
managed to increase that figure 
marginally by 168 votes. 


Turnout in the election overall 
was 65.84 per cent, an increase of 
about one percentage point on 2010. 

At the count for the Banbury 
seat, in the Spiceball Leisure Cen¬ 
tre, delighted Conservative activ¬ 
ists cheered as the result was an¬ 
nounced at about 7.30am last Friday 

It was the end of a long night for 
many, who had been waiting since 
10pm. 

Despite Banbury’s reputation 
as a “safe seat” for the Conserva¬ 
tives, campaigners said they did not 
“take for granted” how much of Sir 
Tony’s majority Mrs Prentis would 
carry over. 

Her election agent, Chris Row¬ 
lands, said during the count: “Sir 
Tony had a very large majority and 
so it would be unreasonable for us 
to expect that all to transfer.

Activists admit seat wasn’t priority 


THE Liberal Democrats’ share of the 
vote in Banbury was decimated as La¬ 
bour saw a resurgence in support. 

At the election in 2010, the Lib Dems 
won 20.4 per cent of the vote, more than 
Labour’s 19.2 per cent. 

But this year’s result saw the party 
slip into fourth place (5.9 per cent) - be¬ 
hind both Labour (21.2 per cent) and the 
UK Independence Party (13.8 per cent) 


- as activists admitted their efforts had 
been focused elsewhere. 

Labour candidate Sean Woodcock 
managed to increase the Labour vote to 
12,354, up by 15 per cent on 2010. 

Lib Dem Parliamentary candidate 
John Howson said: “This was not going 
to be a seat to put a lot of effort into. 

“We don’t have the funds that Labour 
and the Conservatives have, so we need¬ 


ed to try and use that for Oxford West 
and Abingdon. 

“That was the one we wanted to win 
back.” 

But even there the party suffered a 
crushing defeat at the hands of Con¬ 
servative Nicola Blackwood, who in¬ 
creased her majority to more than 9,500. 

Mr Howson added: “Banbury is not a 
seat we should write off in the future.”

Castle, will both keep their seats on 
the district council. 

Mr Cherry said: “It’s a nice bit of 
bright in the darkness of the results 
nationally. Ruscote residents have 
stuck with me through good times 
and bad.” 

The Liberal Democrats fared less 
well, with the one seat up for grabs 
- Kidlington North - poached from 
Alaric Rose by the Conservatives’ 
Sandra Rhodes. 


Neither Mr Rose or the Lib Dem 
leader Douglas William were in at¬ 
tendance. 

Kidlington South candidate Joe 
Claxton said the party could “ab¬ 
solutely” recover on the local level. 
He said: “We will be working very 
hard. It’s not just about votes; we do 
a lot and really lead by example.” 

Independent Les Sibley said: “It’s 
all down to the working relation¬ 
ship with residents.”

Numbers using 
foodbanks rise 


Those using distribution 
centres go up by 200 in 
year to nearly 2,000

THE number of foodbank us¬ 
ers in Banbury has increased 
by almost 200 over the past 
year. 

New statistics released by the 
Trussell Trust show that in the 
2014-15 financial year, a total of 
1,975 people received three days’ 
emergency food from Banbury 
branches. 

This is an increase of about ten 
per cent on the previous year’s 
1,776. 

Manager David Stapleton said 
that he was confident the ser¬ 
vice could still meet demands. A 
fourth food distribution centre 
at St Joseph’s Church opened 
earlier this year. 

Mr Stapleton said: “Because 


we have been opening more cen¬ 
tres that has meant more people 
can get food. And the second rea¬ 
son is the need is still there. Peo¬ 
ple are living in crisis conditions 
where they do not have enough 
income through the benefits sys¬ 
tem to sustain their families.” 

He said the foodbank was not 
likely to face problems in the 
event of a future rise: “There’s 
no problem from a supply point 
of view. We have an avalanche 
of support in donations. We have 
about six tonnes of food in our 
warehouse.” 

Extra pairs of hands, however, 
are always sought. At the mo¬ 
ment Banbury foodbank is seek¬ 
ing specialised volunteers who 
can help with fundraising and 
communications, a new secre¬ 
tary and a replacement for Mr 
Stapleton, who is stepping down 
at the end of this month. 

Mark Cherry, a councillor on 
both Banbury town and Cher¬ 
well district councils, recently 
donated £3,500 for a new van for 
the foodbank, along with fellow 


councillors Surinder Dhesi and 
Mike Beal. 

He said: “My own involvement 
has gone up exponentially. In 
Ruscote I feel it’s down to low 
wages; a lot of people have been 
hit by the bedroom tax. It’s some¬ 
thing that gives me concern. 

“The Banbury foodbank is very 
well run, but it’s a worry that its 
use is growing.” 

Of those that received support 
in Banbury last year, 803 were 
children, mainly coming along 
with families. 

The Banbury Young Homeless¬ 
ness Project, based in Chandos 
Close, runs its own foodbank on 
Mondays. Justin Donovan, who 
works for BYHP, said he could 
not be sure of numbers, but be¬ 
lieved the majority of young 
service users had received food 
there at least once. 

He said: “It definitely has in¬ 
creased here in the last couple 
of years.” He added that low 
housing benefit payments were 
forcing young people to choose 
between rent and food.

THE future of the Hill Youth 
and Community Centre has 
been brought back into the 
spotlight after a series of pub¬ 
lic consultations. 

The centre in Bretch Hill has 
been in a state of disrepair 
since November 2013, when a 
leaky roof meant the sports 
hall could no longer be used. 

Cherwell District Council 


officers have since put together 
an action plan for regenerating 
the building. 

Nearly 120 young people 
attended meetings on 
Thursday, April 2, and 
Wednesday, April 27, to share 
their views on what should 
replace the current building. 

Most said the facility should 
continue to focus on sports, 
with an indoor pool, a football 
stadium and bowling alley 
among the suggestions. 

Others suggested a bigger 
centre, with separate games 
room and “chill out” space 
with kitchen facilities. 

A popular idea was to create 


an enclosed garden area to 
grow vegetables, along with a 
park for play equipment. 

An adult focus group also 
asked for a break-out room, 
external green space, a multi¬ 
use sports hall, parking and 
facilities for disabled people, 
as well as improved heating. 

Cherwell District Council 
director Karen Curtin, who is 
leading the renovation project, 
said: “The future is looking 
exciting for the Hill. After 
years of deterioration, we are 
now in a position to turn the 
Hill into an exciting activity 
hub and it’s good to hear from 
those who use the current 


centre on what they think the 
new Hill should be.” 

Senior youth worker 
Jo Dowden said: “The 
consultation events have 
proved to be a fantastic 
source of ideas about centre 
developments and the future 
of this project. Thank you to 
everyone who attended and 
contributed to the decision 
making process.” 

It is hoped that the 
renovation, a partnership 
between the district council, 
Sanctuary Housing and 
Banbury Community Church, 
will be finished by summer 
2016.

Air ambulance praised 
for its ‘lifesaving’ work

officially opened the new 
£200,000 base

THE Countess of Wessex paid 
tribute to the lifesaving work 
of Oxfordshire’s air ambu¬ 
lance by opening its new facil¬ 
ity this week. 

HRH Sophie, Prince Edward’s 
wife, officially opened the new 
Thames Valley Air Ambulance 
base. 

The £200,000 facility, which is 
based at RAF Benson, now in¬ 
cludes a training facility for para¬ 
medics and doctors. 

Thames Valley Air Ambulance 
chairman Sir Tim Jenner said: “It 
was a tremendous honour for us. 

“The countess is a great support¬ 
er of the air ambulance and was 
very interested to see all of our 
new innovations.” 

The air ambulance, which covers 
Oxfordshire as well as Berkshire 
and Buckinghamshire, was the 
first service to transport emergen¬ 
cy blood supplies for aerial trans¬ 
fusions. 

The service also has one of the 


first helicopters in the UK to have 
ultrasound machines, which help 
doctors discover internal injuries. 

While visiting the facility, the 
Countess met a former patient 
who received lifesaving treatment 
in November last year. 

Georgie Horlock suffered a cardi¬ 
ac arrest in Bicester Village when 
shopping with her partner. 

The 24-year-old collapsed at the 
shopping centre but her heart was 
restarted by paramedics. 

Miss Horlock needed immedi¬ 
ate hospital treatment and the air 
ambulance was able to get her to 
hospital within 10 minutes. 

She said: “It was thanks to the 
expertise and advanced medical 
equipment of the air ambulance 
brought to the scene that I am not 
only alive today, but also have fully 
recovered months later with no 
brain damage or any other side ef¬ 
fect from the cardiac arrest.” 

Later this year the air ambu¬ 
lance will also be fitted with state- 
of-the-art night vision. 

Currently the ambulance can 
only fly in lit areas at night, but 
with the new night vision tools it 
will be able to reach more areas in 
the Thames Valley after dark. 

Sir Tim said: “We’re really 
moving forward and making big 
changes this year.”

Union call to halt cuts in PCSOs 


A CUT to the number of 
Police Community Support 
Officers in the Thames 
Valley area means people are 
less safe on the streets, 
UNISON has said. 

There has been a 7.6 per 
cent drop in the number of 
PCSOs in the force - which 
covers Oxfordshire, Berks 
and Bucks - since March 
2010. 

There were 500 PCSOs in 
TVP in 2010, compared to 462 
in September 2014, a drop of 
38 posts. 

In a recent report, the 
union said there was a 27 per 
cent reduction in PCSOs 
across England since 2010. 


Called More Trouble in the 
Neighbourhood, the report 
said that equates to 4,430 jobs 
being cut since that year. 

UNISON general secretary 
Dave Prentis said: “People 
feel safer when there is a 
visible and reassuring police 
presence on the beat. 

“With the Conservatives 
returned to power, the harsh 
police spending cuts they are 
proposing could see many 
more PCSOs cut. We are 
repeating our on call on Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary to investigate 
the impact of these cuts on 
the quality of the police 
service.”

He found the lump after mow¬ 
ing his lawn, but it was only 
when he went to see a GP he was 
told the trouble was caused by a 
spider. 

Unemployed Mr Moon had to 
go to hospital to have his swell¬ 
ing lanced, drained and packed, 
and is now going back daily to 
have it re-packed. 

The 53-year-old who lives with 
his partner and 11-year-old son, 
Connor, said: “When he saw the 
hole in my leg, I think he almost 
passed out. 

“I was just cutting the grass. 
I didn’t feel anything. I had a 
couple of beers in the evening, 
chilled out and went to bed, then 
I woke up with this big red lump 
on my leg. 

“It was very painful, and now 
it’s just irritating but I can’t 
scratch it.” 

Mr Moon said he also heard 
that one of his neighbours had 
reported a similar swelling, 
which doctors told him was a 
spider bite. 

Several UK spiders can deliver 


a painful bite, but the most com¬ 
mon culprit is the so-called false 
widow - steatoda nobilis - the 
UK’s most venomous spider. 

Oxfordshire pest controller 
Tom Frost, founder of Pure 
Pest Management, warned that 
recent weather conditions had 
made for a pest control perfect 
storm this summer. 

Mr Frost said: “We talk with 
other pest controllers and we 
are anticipating quite a big year. 

“The biggest problem will be 
the wasps: we have had that bit 
of rain, which increases the in¬ 
sect population, then when the 
sun comes the wasps feast off 
all the insects.” 

But he warned: “The ones you 
really don’t want to be getting 
are pharaoh ants, especially in 
the house.” 

Originating in tropical coun¬ 
tries and just half the size of 
common British ants, pharaohs 
can infest food and have been 
linked to food poisoning, dysen¬ 
tery and typhoid. 

But the reason they are so no¬ 


torious, Mr Frost said, is that 
when homeowners use standard 
ant poison to get rid of them, 
workers send messages back to 
the colony to warn the others 
they are under attack, and the 
colony will split up into several 
colonies, making them even 
harder to eradicate. 

Mr Frost said he has also re¬ 
cently been called to deal with 
myriad other pests including 
carpet beetles, carpet moths and 
even bed bugs. 

James Hogan, of Oxford Uni¬ 
versity Museum of Natural His¬ 
tory, said Mr Moon’s bite could 
well be a spider, but it could be a 
number of other insects. 

He said: “A few of the bigger 
spiders can bite but there aren’t 
many bigger spiders around in 
the spring. 

“Normally it’s fine but occa¬ 
sionally you’ll get a bad reac¬ 
tion.” 

In most people a bite causes a 
painful red swelling, although 
occasionally people experience 
more severe allergic reactions.

County unites for 
VE Day milestone 


Services in Oxfordshire 
mark 70th anniversary of 
VE Day over the weekend 

SEVENTY years since the end 
of the Second World War was 
marked across Oxfordshire at 
the weekend. 

Buglers from The 7 
Rifles band announced 
the start of proceedings 
at Oxford’s Castle Mound 
on Friday where the 
Queen’s representative in 
Oxfordshire, Lord Lieutenant 
Tim Stevenson lit a gas 
beacon, one of 200 up and 
down the country. 

Mr Stevenson said: “It’s 
quite right that as a city and 
county that we should mark 
the 70th anniversary in an 
appropriately dignified way, 
particularly remembering 
all those who died and the 
families affected by the 
terrible conflict.” 

The event marked Victory 
in Europe Day when Allied 
forces defeated Hitler’s Third 
Reich in 1945 after six years 
of war. 

The Royal British Legion’s 
county chairman, Jim 
Lewendon, paid tribute 
to the nation’s wartime 
achievements.

Infantryman, 86, said: “It’s 
good for younger people to 
recognise the sacrifice we 
made.” 

Similar events also took 
place in Banbury’s Spiceball 
Park and at Folly Hill, 
Faringdon where the town’s 
last surviving veteran 
George Goddard delivered an 
emotional speech. 

The 93-year-old served in 
the Far East against the 
Japanese after being called 
up in August 1939. 

He said: “The 70th 
anniversary is important 
because it brings to people’s 
minds that we went through 
a pretty rough time. 

“But we came out of it and 
defeated terrible people.” 

Mr Goddard was called up 
as territorial soldier for the 
Royal Berkshire Regiment 
before being mentioned for 
his service in Burma. 

He said: “The tribute 
was quite emotional really 
because it was for people 
who served who did not come 
back.” 

D-Day Veteran Patrick 
Churchill, 91, was 
entertained by the RAF 
Falcons on Friday as they 


parachuted on to the Leys in 
Witney to commemorate VE 
Day. 

The former Royal Marines 
Commando’s son Frank 
Churchill said: “It was a 
fitting way to celebrate VE 
day. 

“He was still in Germany 
on the day itself in 1945 
guarding SS troops so he 
didn’t get to celebrate, but 
the symbolic importance of 
remembering it means a lot 
to him.” 

Mr Churchill was with the 
Royal Marines when they 
stormed Juno beach in 1944 
before being attached to the 
French unit 4 Commandos. 

Commemorations continued 
on Saturday with the Royal 
British Legion collecting for 
its Poppy Appeal in Oxford’s 
Bonn Square. 

The RBL’s community 
fundraiser for Oxfordshire, 
Mark Garwood, said it was 
only right to remember those 
who gave their lives for their 
country. 

The 37-year-old said: “It’s 
remembering those people 
who took part and made the 
ultimate sacrifice.” 

And in Wantage on 
Sunday, Anni Byard and 
her neighbours threw a 
VE Day party to mark the 
anniversary.

Irresistible sweetness and 
charm make for a real treat 


TOP FIVE 

(15, 102 mins) 


EVERY film carries a certain 
weight of expectation from the 
audience based on the calibre of 
talent in front of and behind the 
camera, as well as word of mouth. 

More often than not, dreams are si¬ 
lently crushed when reality unspools 
at 24 frames per second on that big 
screen. 

So it’s a genuine thrill when a feature 
exceeds its promise with understated 
confidence and flair. 

Top Five sounds like the worst kind 
of vanity project: an insider’s portrait 
of modern celebrity directed and writ¬ 
ten by Chris Rock, in which the stand- 
up comedian-turned-film star plays a 
stand-up comedian-turned-film star 
who wants to be taken seriously. 

Art and life walk hand in hand here 
and they are the best of friends be¬ 
cause this occasionally filthy-minded 
comedy is smart, knowing and laugh- 
out-loud funny, concealing a heart of 
gold behind a blistering barrage of 
polished quips. 

Admittedly, in his role as the ring¬ 
master of this delightful circus, Rock 
allows too many showbusiness chums 
to flash their pearl whites — DMX, 
Whoopi Goldberg, Adam Sandler and 
Jerry Seinfeld cameo as themselves 
— but they don’t distract from the ten¬ 
der love story at the heart of this little 
gem. 

Rock plays Andre Allen, star of the 
hugely successful Hammy The Bear 
film franchise in which he plays a cop 
in an animal suit with the catchphrase, 
“It’s Hammy time!” 

Audiences and the film studios are 
hungry for another instalment but An¬ 
dre is attempting to reinvent himself 
by headlining a serious drama entitled 
Uprize, set against the turbulent back¬ 
drop of the Haitian Revolution. 

Promotional duties for Uprize coin¬ 
cide with Andre’s forthcoming wed¬ 
ding to reality TV star Erica Long (Ga- 
brielle Union) so, naturally, cameras 
are tracking their every move.

So too is reporter Chelsea Brown (Ro¬ 
sario Dawson), who has been granted a 
rare audience with Andre, even though 
her newspaper has been less than kind 
in the past about his work. 

The spark between Andre and Chel¬ 
sea is palpable, and as the day unfolds 
they trade cheeky banter, confirm his 
wedding preparations with Erica’s 
manager Benny (Romany Malco) and 
give the slip to Andre’s bodyguard 
Silk (JB Smoove) so they can spend 
some quality time with his friends, in¬ 
cluding ex-girlfriend Vanessa (Sherri 
Shepherd), who knew him before he 
was famous. 

Galvanised by the smouldering on¬ 
screen chemistry between the two 
leads, Top Five is snappily scripted by 
Rock, who generously distributes the 
best lines and in-jokes among his en¬ 
semble cast. 

The dialogue has a natural rhythm 
that feels like we are eavesdropping on 
the characters mid-conversation, par¬ 
ticularly in crowded scenes where An¬ 
dre and his coterie argue about their 
top five favourite rappers. 

A couple of smutty interludes don’t 
detract from the underlying, irresist¬ 
ible sweetness.

THERE is a simple reason 
why Mitsubishi’s ASX feels 
and handles more like a car 
than an off-road-style crosso¬ 
ver vehicle. 

Underneath its chunky, off¬ 
road looks and 4x4 capability 
sits the platform of the powerful 
Mitsubishi Lancer Evolution, a 
car famed for its leech-like road¬ 
holding. 

Even the dashboard, with its 
motorcycle-inspired instrumen¬ 
tation, hints at the car’s sporty 
underpinnings. 

It is a solid base on which to 
build a car designed to take on 
the likes of the Kia Sportage and 
Skoda Yeti, and even the best¬ 
selling Nissan Qashqai. 

Its compact dimensions and 
five-star Euro NCAP safety rat¬ 
ing are designed to appeal main¬ 
ly to family buyers looking to up¬ 
grade from a hatchback without 
taking on the costs associated 
with running larger 4x4s. 

The ASX uses an electroni¬ 
cally controlled all-wheel-drive 
system that offers the driver a 
choice of three modes to match 
traction control to the driver’s 
preferences or to the driving 
conditions. 

In 2WD mode, torque is 



brought only to the front wheels 
to enable nimble driving and 
better fuel economy. In 4WD 
Auto mode, torque transfer is 
controlled to allow progression 
and steering on dirt tracks and 
in 4WD Lock mode, about 1.5 
times the torque of 4WD Auto 
mode is transferred to the rear 
wheels to improve traction on 
poor road surfaces. 

To switch from mode to mode 
you press the button marked 
“4WD” between the front seats. 

The ASX comes with a choice 
of three engines, a choice of two 
or all-wheel drive, three trim lev¬ 
els and plenty of equipment.

Simple fire prevention tips 

Driver neglect one reason for blazes 


IF YOUR car is full of rubbish, it 
could increase the risk of fire. Have 
a spring clean and follow these tips 
to avoid blazes. 

There are around 300 carfires 
every day in the UK. Many are the 
result of poor maintenance and 
driver neglect, while some are 
started deliberately either to make 
a false insurance claim or 
maliciously by vandals.

Even so, 
there are ways to reduce the risk of 
your car going up in flames with 
simple steps all of us can take. 

Keeping your car's interior clean 
and tidy is the easiest step in 


preventing a carfire. With no 
rubbish or stray pa per for afire to 
ignite, there is less likelihood of a 
blaze getting started. 

Another easy step is for smokers 
to empty out the ashtray after 
every journey. Not only does this 
help reduce the build-up of stale 
smells in the car, it removes the 
danger of any smouldering ash 
catching light inside the car. 

Chargers are very useful, but 
they can also get very hot, so 
remove them from power sockets 
when not in use and don't leave 
them lying on the car seat. 

Never leave aerosol sprays in the 
car in warmer weather. Heat can 
build up inside the car and cause 


these spray cans to explode. 

Never leave fuel of any sort in 
your car. Whether it's an approved 
fuel can, tin of lighter fluid or 
solvents from the DIY store, take 
them out. 

If your car does catch fire, stop 
somewhere safe as soon as you 
can and get everyone out of the 
car quickly and safely. Make them 
stand as far back as possible as car 
fires can be explosive and burn 
with ferocious heat. The next step 
is to phone the fire service. 

If you have a fire extinguisher 
available, make sure it's the correct 
type for the sort of blaze. Water on 
an electrical orfuel fire could make 
the situation worse.
